Donation 2nd largest in history

A longtime supporter of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville has donated his 
Collinsville home and surrounding 12 acres to 
the university’s foundation. 

The gift is valued _at $1.3 million. 

SIUE officials and donor B. Barnard 
“Barney” Birger announced the Dec. 31 gift at 
a Jan. 6 news conference. 

“This is really good news,’’ said Chancellor 
David Werner. ‘‘This is a really significant 
event for the university. The gift of property 
will be used to build a foundation/alumni 
services center, which we will name in honor 
of Mr. Birger.” 

The gift is the second largest to be donated 
to SIUE. 

Birger, a former SIU trustee, is vice 
chairman of the state’s Capital Development 
Board, which oversees construction of new 
public buildings and building improvements. 

Birger’s property at 4 Hilltop Lane is partly

Birger is chairman of BBB Companies Inc. 
of Collinsville, which includes eight companies 
ranging from ‘auto dealerships and a real 
estate firm to a construction company.

plan to refinance the bonds for 
the McKinley Bridge. 
In October, approximately 
$4.3 million in bonds went into 
default. Increasing 


maintenance costs on the 
bridge — especially the deck 
— have been blamed as one of 
the reasons the city has been 
unable to make payments on 
the debt. 

Before Tuesday’s City 
Council meeting, Mayor 
Tyrone Echols said 
bondholders had not got back 
to them about a proposed 
agreement that would triple 
the interest on the bonds to 6 











percent 

Echols blamed increased 
maintenance and inspections 
on the bridge for cutting into 


. the bond repayment schedule. 


At the suggestion of private 
consultants and the Illinois 
Department of Transportation, 
the city has doubled the work 
and inspection crews at a cost 
of about $750,000 per year. 

Early last year, Echols said 
that if major repairs were not 


completed to the road deck on 
the western side of the bridge, 
it would probably have a 
major failure, similar to what 
happened on Interstate 70 near 
the Trans World Dome in 
downtown St. Louis, within five 
years. 

If that happened, Echols said 
he would probably have to

residential lead cleanup requests 
EPA operations expected to end June 30

contamination at the NL 
Taracorp Superfund Site to 
request either clean-up or 
testing 

According to the U.S 
Environmental Protection 
Agency lean-up operations 
sted to cease June 30. 
will be 
no opportunity for residents to 
request their yards be cleaned 
up or tested. 

Since the clean-up efforts 
began, more than 1,100 
residential properties have 
been processed. 

During the fall, the EPA 
turned remediation efforts over 
to the companies held liable 
for the problems. The 
companies dropped the 
EPA-hired OHM Remediation 
for residential cleanups in 
favor of ENTACT. 

In addition, the EPA has 
cleaned approximately 100 
yards and alleys in Venice and 
Eagle Park Acres, where 
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battery chips were used as fill 
material 

Cleanup and capping of the 
Taracorp pile is also expected 
to begin soon. The pile is to be 
covered with a synthetic 
material, dirt and possible 
plants, all designed to keep 
water runoff from mixing with 
the pile. 

So far, ENTACT has fully 
cleaned and restored 267 
properties at the rate of about 
60 per month. When 
completed, a total of 1,300 
residential properties will have 
been cleaned. 

At this time, 196 more 
properties have been targeted 
for excavation and 921 
properties have been tested at 
least once and are below the 
clean-up level. However, if the 
owner requests additional 
tests, some of the yards may 
be added to the list if a second 
round of testing shows lead 
levels are above the clean-up 
lev

owners have not responded to 
notifications from the U.S. 
EPA 

The agency has also issued 
an approval letter for 
ENTACT to begin work on the 


Taracorp pile, and constructio.

Offices expand hours for tax questions

Internal Revenue Service 
workers are getting ready for 
the first of two major rushes 
during the tax filing season. 

Robert E. Brazzil, IRS 
District Director for Illinois, 
announced last week that 
walk-in service in 17 local 
offices, including the one in 
Fairview Heights, will have 
expanded hours and offer more 
“‘face-to-face’’ service. 

This comes as the IRS is 
attempting to reform its image 
into a more customer-friendly 
agency. 

"The first major rush of the 
tax season begins in the last 
week of January and continues 
through the first two weeks of 
February, said Richard 
Knowles, an examination 
group manager and district 
director's representative at the 
Fairview Heights office. 

He said the first rush is 
usually from people who have 
just received their W-2 forms 


and are expecting a refund. 

The second rush comes the 
first two weeks in April 

“They are usually the people 
who are going to end up owing 
money or break even,” he 
said 

Both are difficult in their 
own ways. 

“The difficulty in the earlier 
ones is the sheer volume,’’ he 
said 

Last year, Knowles said 
their office was supposed to be 
open to the public three days 
per week during the 
January-February rush; 
instead, it was open five days 
per week. 

The later rush is difficult 
because it usually involves 
people and businesses with 
more complicated returns and 
questions. 

He encouraged people with 
tax questions to come in 
between the two periods. 

‘March is our easiest time 
as far as our volume of 
people,”’ he said. 

In the meantime, Knowles 





said the office was gearing up 
for the crunch 

“Right now, everybody’s in 
training,” he said 

He added that the office — 
located 13 Executive Dr., Suite 
4 in Fairview Heights — is 
undergoing renovations to 
make it more user-friendly, 
including conference rooms for 
more private conversations 
and more racks for tax forms. 


What forms the office does 
not have will be available over 
the Internet, and eventually, 
they will have this year’s 
forms on CD-ROM 


Knowles also said he expects 
them to have at least two 
people available at all times to 
help walk-in customers. 


The office will be open from 
8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. During the 
last week of the filing Season,

off in the Freeburg Holiday 
Tournament when he had 23 
points, 14 rebounds, 10 
assists and 10 steals in a 
73-66 victory against 
Bethalto Civic Memorial. 

In a 91-70 Freeburg title 
loss to Gibault, Norman 
scored 45 points to gain 
MVP honors and only add to 
a resume that had schools 
other than San Jose State on 
his trail. 

Among the spectators at 
Freeburg was Belleville 
Area College coach Jay 
Harrington, who places 
Norman in the ‘‘great 
athlete’’ category. 

“He can do so many 
things,”’ said Harrington, 
who is well aware that 
Norman can shun the San + 
Jose State scholarship to 
attend a community college, 
especially if he fails to reach 
the ACT minimum. 

As a non-qualifier in 
Division I, Norman would 
have to sit out a season. At 
BAC, for instance, he can 
start immediately. 

Before such decisions have 
to be made, though, the 
Lebanon schedule includes 
the Sparta Tournament 
(Jan. 18-23), where fans can 
decide for themselves where 
Norman fits when it comes 
to leaping matters.

The most popular use of a microwave 
oven is to reheat leftovers. On the other 
end of its uses is cooking meat. Far too 
many people are afraid to try to cook 
meat in the appliance:

The path to success is following con- 
ventional cooking’s principles. 

If the cut of meat is a less tender one 
that needs to be cooked in liquid, it 
should be done the same way in a 
microwave oven. A 

The amount of liquid depends on the 
recipe. Some cuts, like for stew, may 
need total immersion in a liquid. Also, 
just as with conventional cooking of less. 
tender cuts, these cuts should cook tight- 
ly covered, using either a lid, plastic 
wrap or a cooking bag. 

Another tip I highly recommend star- 
tles people, but it works well. Carefully 
cover the top only of the product-or con- 
tainer with aluminum foil. This redirects 
microwaves to the bottom and prevents 
the top from overcooking. It also tends to 
even out the cooking. The foil must be 
more than one inch away from any part 
of the oven. 

The meat should be ed and 
turned over for even cooking. To dupli- 
cate the slow cooking of less tender cuts, 
power levels should be about medium (50 
percent). 

- A frozen roast should be fully thawed 
before cooking in a microwave oven. 
Nearly every microwave cookbook has a 
defrosting guide. A microwave meat 
thermometer is helpful, although not 
essential. The temperature should read _ 
125 degrees for rare, 145 degrees for = 
medium and 155 degrees for well done. 

This is 15 degrees less than 
conventional temperatures. Roasts, like 
all large, dense items, should si cov- 
ered, about 10 minutes before slicing or 
serving. this time, they continue 
mal temperature rics 10 fo is dogroce:

The larger the roast (the more food), the 
longer it takes to cook. 

Less obvious is the cut. Results here 
are based on the principles of meat and 
protein cookery. The tougher and less 
tender the cut, the lower the power level 
that should be used to cook it, Tougher 
cuts — such as arm, chuck and round 
roasts — also require moist heat cooking 
methods in the microwave, just like they 
do conventionally. 

Here are other tips: 

* Season meat to taste, just like con- 
ventionally, but salt after cooking to 
avoid dryness. 

“ Cover with aluminum foil during the 
10-minute standing time. 

* Large roasts more than 10 pounds in 
weight take at least as long to 
microwave as they do to cook conven- 
tionally. 3 

“Shield parts that stick out or up with 
small pieces of aluminum foil that do not 
touch the top or sides of the appliance. 

* Turn over meat after the first set- 
ting, and again about halfway through 
the second setting. Lastly turn it as it 
enters the standing time under the foil. 

™ Cook the cuts listed below covered 
with waxed paper. Cook tougher cuts 
(arm, chuck and round) tightly covered 
and in some liquid. If covering with alu- 
minum foil, cover only the top.

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Water sets fluid course 
so good health stays afloat

Every year Americans 
spend billions of dollars on 
their health. Yet, many 
completely overlook one of 
the most important health 
factors of all — water. 

The cornerstone of good 
health includes nutritious 


foods, ; 
ysical 
anda 
positive mental attitude. 
None of these factors can 
keep a body healthy 
without adequate water. 

Water is what makes 
everything else work. 

Water often is taken for 
granted, especially during 
the winter when losses are 
less obvious than in the 
summer. Chapped lips, dry 
and sealy skin, headaches 
and dry nasal passages — 
common winter maladies — 
are signs the body is not 
getting cnough water. 

Here are a few facts 
about water: 

e Water is the most , 
important nutrient for the 
body. A person can survive 
a month or more without 
food, but only a few days 
without water. 

° The body normally loses 
2 to 3 quarts of water a day 
through urine, perspiration 
and water vapor exhaled 
from the lungs. This is why 
everyone should drink eight 
glasses of water (64 fluid 
ounces) to replace what the 
body loses. 

+ Illnesses like colds and 
flu tend to increase water 
losses, especially if 


accompanied by fever, 
vomiting and diarrhea. _ 
That’s why anyone sick is 
encouraged “‘to get plenty 
of fluids’? when ill. 

« No other liquid replaces 
body fluid better than 
water. Caffeine-containing 
beverages — such as 
coffee, tea and soda — as 
well as alcohol, actually 
accelerate fluid loss. 

¢ Thirst is triggered at 
only a one percent loss in 
body fluid. Still, thirst is 
not always a sufficient 
indicator of water need. As 
a person ages, the 
mechanism that normally 
triggers thirst becomes less 
sensitive. Thus, people need 
to drink water whether they 
are thirsty or not. 

° Drinking water aids 


” weight loss. It can reduce 


appetite and helps 
eliminate retained body 
liquid. 


To help get 64 fluid 
ounces of water each day, 
carry a 32-ounce plastic 
squeeze bottle of water to 
work and refill it once to 
achieve the goal of eight 
8-ounce glasses. At home, 
put a 2-quart container of 
water in the refrigerator or 
on the counter each 
morning. Take several 
drinks during the day so 
the container is empty by 
bedtime. 

To make water more 
appealing, add a squirt of 
lemon or other favorite 
juice. Adding orange or 
lemon slices to a glass of 
water not only makes the 
water taste good, but it 
looks more attractive, too.

January Tips 


from the experts at 





re you experi- 
encing a bit of 
cabin fever and 
just itching to get 
outside in the 
yard, cold weather and all? 
If that’s the case, we don’t 
want to disappoint you. So 
here are a few beneficial 
tasks that can be taken 
care of during this frigid 
month, 


Take a stroll around the 
garden and make sure 
bulbs and perennials 
haven't been heaved out of 
the ground by repeated 
freezing and thawing. If the 
soil isn’t frozen, try to 
gently press the plant back 
into the soil. Add mulch to 
prevent further heaving. 

& 

Make sure all your 
mulches and windbreaks 
are securely in place. 


If you discover that a fruit 
tree has been damaged by 
mice or rabbits, place a 
wire mesh guard around 
the lower portion of the 
trunk. V 


Check any bulbs you may 
have stored for the winter 
for decay or dry rot: If you 
find any soft or rotted 
bulbs, discard them: 


Branches that have been 
damaged by snow or ice 
should be pruned out the 
first chance you get. 


Store bird feed outdoors 
in sturdy plastic, metal or 
glass containers to avoid 
insect and rodent 
problems. This will also 
help keep the seed fresh. 


Keep bird feeders full. 
Birds that have been 
accustomed to visiting 
your feeder dépend on it 
now more than ever. 


Avoid walking on frozen 
lawns. If you must do so, 
vary your path slightly, so 
the same area dsesn't take 
the brunt of the 
punishment and wear 
down. 


Take a survey of your 
garden tools. Now’s an 
excellent time to clean and 
sharpen them. While you’re 
at it, open up the garage 
door and let your lawn 
mower run a bit. If it’s a bit 
sluggish, you have plenty 
of time for repairs. 


When clearing snow from 
the driveway, clear a little 
bit extra (about the width 


of a snow shovel) from the 
grass along the side where 
you exit the car. This way 
you Can avoid stepping in 
ankle-deep snow with your 
good shoes on. Turn the 
shovel upside down and 
use it like a squeegee to 
remove snow from the 
lawn.

Keep plenty of ice-melting 
crystals on hand. You 
never know when you'll 
need it. Slippery porches 
and stéps are treacherous. 


Tie upright evergreens 
such as arborvitae to 
protect from heavy snow 
loads 


Check vines in the garden 
to be sure that the winter 
winds haven't loosened 
them from their supports. 


Christmas cactus can be 
kept in high light 
throughout the winter. 
Once spring arrives, move 
the plant into medium 
light. 


Keep poinsettias in a cool 
area, preferably near 
windows that receive high 
light. Avoid excessive 
temperature fluctuations, 
and_don't let the leaves 
actually touch the glass. 


Wood ashes from your 
fireplace make a great soil 
amendment if used in 

. They act much 
-like lime. When the soil 
thaws, spread them on 
your veg le garden to 
raise the pH. The ashes 
also provide trace 
elements. Don’t use the 
residue from artificial fire 
logs, however.

The in-line engine is equipped with infinitely 
adjustable timing for both intake and exhaust 
camshafts. Called Double VANOS, this system 
broadens the engine’s power band so it pulls 
stronely at low speads or high rpm. Nudge the 
throttle after each shift of the five-speed’s 
short, precise gear lever and the car simply 
lunges with energy. It zips up to speed with 
such an assuring presence on the road, that it 
is deceptively fast. Zero to 60 mph takes 6.6 
seconds, according to factory specs. 

BMW brakes are first-rate, but the new 
model has ventilated discs front and rear. 
Anti-lock is standard, but so is a new feature 
called Cornering Brake Control (CBC). CBC 
keeps the vehicle stable when the brakes are 
app ed in a turn. 

he 1999 328i keeps the essential 3-ness of 
the previous car intact without a substantial 
change in size. Its wheelbase is about 1 inch 
longer, and overall length is up by 1.6 inches. 
Width, too, has been increased by 1.6 inches, 
but more importantly, the rear track (width of 
the wheels) is up by 2.6 inches. The wider rear 
track not only: improves handling, but it moves 
the tires out flush with the body for a more 
muscular look. 

In general, wind and road noise have been 
reduced throughout the vehicle, which I like, 
but it has not been anesthetized. The 3-series 
has its roots in the 2002 of the 1970s, a car that 
put life into the term sports sedan with 
giant-killer performance, a space-efficient 
interior and looks that ‘were cute but benign 

if there was one criticism of the previous 
328i, it was the lack of leg room in the back 
seat. While that has been addressed in the new 
car, my personal preference would have been 
for an inch more. 

A new one-piece dash, which looks similar to

to that of the current 5-series, goes a long way 
toward eliminating a source of squeaks and 
rattles. The instruments reside ina large 
semicircular hood that shelters them nicely 
from reflection. Other secondary switches and 
controls are arranged to be even more intu- 
itive than the previous model. One exception 
is the power window and lock buttons still are 
mounted on the console. While BMW owners 
will feel right at home, I still would prefer 
them to be on the door panels. 

The seats of our test car were exceptional in 
terms of both comfort and support. In tradi- 
tional German style, the seat padding is quite 
firm, but that firmness makes the seats great 
places to sit for an entire day without exces- 
sive tiring. Little touches, such as an 
adjustable pad under your knees, make these 
seats among the best in the business. 

Handling is a key ingredient of the sports 
sedan recipe, and the 328i has been given a 
sizable dollop. It carves through turns with 

recision, with a steering feel that is absolute- 
y first-rate. Initial turn-in response is accen- 
tuated by the 17-inch wheels, which account 
for a bit of harshness over severe bumps. 
While these wheels look great, they are sus- 
ceptible to damage from potholes because of 
their ultra-low profile. 

Redesigning an icon is never easy, but BMW 
has done a great job. with the new 3-series. Its 
good points have been accentuated, and its 

ad points have been lessened. A tough bal- 
ancing act, to be sure, but one at which BMW 
has succeeded 

The base price of our test car was $33,970. 
Options included the Sport Package, metallic 
paint and leather seats. Those brought the 
sticker price to $37,815
